Members of council can ignore what bloggers say if it offends them

We haven't seen a coun¬ 
cil meeting like this in a long 

Sparks flew in the coun¬ 
cil chambers on Tuesday for 
a few reasons and I want to 
respond to some of the 
things that were said. 

Anyone who was in 


attendance or listened to 
the audio from the evening 
on the Town's website, will 
notice that about the last 40 
minutes of discussion about 
hiring a new chief adminis¬ 
trative officer was left out. 

I covered the nuts and 
bolts of the decision that 
was made, but didn't bother 
getting into some of the 
frustration that some mem¬ 
bers of council displayed. 

Mayor Doug Martin 
called Fort Erie "the laugh¬ 
ing stock of the province" 
because of some decisions 
made by local politicians. 

That might be an exag¬ 
gerated claim but there cer¬ 
tainly are people inside and 


out of Fort Erie who might 
be pointing and snickering. 

Ward 3 Coun. Bob 
Steckley took exception to 
Martin's comments, saying 
this was untrue and was also 
not pleased with the may¬ 
or's reference to most deci¬ 
sions ending with a 4-3 

Steckley continued by 
blaming the media and 
members of the public who 
use blogs for perpetuating 
the opinion that himself, 
along with councillors Hill 
Steckley, Lubberts vote this 
way intentionally. 

The point of this column 
isn't designed to debate 
that, but to give my own 


personal take on what mem¬ 
bers of the public and myself 
as a member of the local 
media have the right to say 
and do. 

He's right. 

There's too much nega¬ 
tivity in town, from people 
on both sides of the political 
separation. 

That's why if you've 
noticed with my editor's 
notebooks in the last few 
weeks. I've stayed away from 
writing about local politics. 
I've written fluffy pieces 
about different community 
groups or arts and enter¬ 
tainment. 

Things that don't upset 


But there is no point in 
centering them out at a 
council meeting, because it 
will only fuel the fire. 

There is a blog that regu¬ 
larly criticizes mayor Martin, 
Stephen Passero and Rick 
Shular as members of coun¬ 
cil. 

Someone emailed me 
last weekend telling me that 
the operator of this blog had 
written some nasty things 

My response was that I 
haven't read it, had no plans 
to read it and could honestly 
not care any less about what 
she had to say. 

So, if certain members 
are feeling threatened by 


what people write about 
them, don't read it. 

It's a matter of being a 
bigger person and not let¬ 
ting it ruin your day. 

People have the right to 
use free speech, even though 
it might not be the brightest 
commentary and in some 

It goes both ways and 
giving attention to these 
individuals in a public 
forum is exactly what they 
want...along with being able 
to express their opinions.

Library getting 
ready to form a 
strategic plan 


The following is a sub¬ 
mission from the Fort Erie 
Public Library: 


The Fort Erie Public 
Library has embarked on 
a process to develop its 
first strategic plan. 

"As an important con¬ 
tributor to the quality of 
life in Fort Erie,” explained 
chairperson Ann 

McLaughlin, “the Board 
of Directors decided it 
was time that we adopt a 
formal strategic plan to 
ensure that the library 
not only continues to ser¬ 
vice the community but 
targets specifically on 
those areas where we can 
have the greatest 
Impact.” 

In addition to provid¬ 
ing services, the Fort Erie 
Public Library is facing 
the same financial con¬ 
straints as other organi¬ 
zations, and these are 
only expected to become 
even tighter in the future. 

The Board expects that 
the completed plan will 
allow the library to maxi¬ 
mize its financial and 


other resources. 

“Our library must have 
a strategic plan that not 
only identifies which ser¬ 
vices are most important 
to our community, but 
how those services can be 
continued in an environ¬ 
ment where finances are 
under severe pressure,” 
said Ms. McLaughlin. 

“And it’s not just ser¬ 
vices - our facilities 
themselves are aging and 
those costs cannot be 
ignored,” she added. 

Libraries are tradition¬ 
ally viewed as lenders of 
books, but the fact is that 
circulating the tradition¬ 
al, bound copies of books, 
while still important, now 
comprises a much lesser 
part - in total - of what 
libraries do. 

The Fort Erie Public 
Library is no exception. 

“Our services range 
from the organizing of 
children’s summer activi¬ 
ties and events to provid¬ 
ing access to computers 
and the Internet for indi¬ 
viduals and families who 
might not otherwise be 
able to enjoy that access,” 
said CEO Craig Shufelt. 


"The library is uniquely 
positioned to either 
directly provide valuable 
services or partner with 
other community organi¬ 
zations for services like 
improving literacy, pro¬ 
viding homework assis¬ 
tance, and teaching 
English to new immi- 

The strategic plan is 
being developed by a 
committee representing 
the Board, library man¬ 
agement and employees. 
The committee reports 
directly to the Board, 
which has final approval 
of the plan, and the pro¬ 
cess itself is being facili¬ 
tated by Growth 
Associates of St. 
Catharines. 

The target is to have the 
plan completed and 
approved by the board in 
December.
